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H. MELVILLE FISHER 

in presenting his first one man exhibition to New York 
art patrons H. Melville Fisher, (brother of Harrison Fisher) 
makes his debut well recommended by European favor. In 
Paris and London where he lived a number of years and was 
seriously considered by art patrons and artists of note, his 
work sold readily and his talents received numerous honors. 
He is a native New Yorker, the son of Hugo A. Fisher, 
whose charming landscapes are known in America from 
“coast to coast.” His grandfather Antoine Fisher, was also 
an artist. He therefore comes by his gifts inherently. Asa 
boy he drew at home instinctively and later went to Paris 
where he studied with Whistler, Courbet and Jean Paul 
Lauens Yet he is a follower of no school in particular, but 
rather aims to record the subtle impressions that Nature pro- 
duces on his emotions with truth and directness. 

It was last summer while at Provincetown, Mass, that 
he painted his series of Sand Dune pictures. The beauty of 
color of the great hills, their grace of line and picturesque 
qualities appealed to him and these he has rendered in a 
sympathetic manner scarcely achieved by any other artist 
who has attempted to record them. Moreover he has caught 
their sentiment and poetry and the works bring messages of 
winds and waves, clouds and bright skies that melt into the 
solt texture of foregrounds filled with sand, that in the sun- 
light is golden sprinkled with varied colored wild flowers that 
fight for existence and again gray as the skies that shed their 
subdued light about them. His landscapes are always ex- 
pressive of the season he essays to represent and the joys of 
spring, the dull hush of summer or the glory of autumn sing 
their songs of poetry through rustling trees or tender verdure 
that do not fail to impress the observer with the tiuth and 
understanding of Nature they convey.
